We  are  especially  interested  in  remarks 
connected  with  the  dedication. of  the  Con 
cord  Free  Library,  a  gift  of  Mr.  Munroe. 
front  which  we  make  the  following  ex 
bracts : 

It  may  not  be  generally  known,  and  it 
mar  interest  this  audience  to  know,  how 
early  Coaeord  stands  among  New  Eo  gland 
towns  as  the  owner  ot  a  town-library.  1 
do  not  refer  to  the  establishment  oi  the 
present  library  in  1831,  though  that  was 
early  among  the  towns.  Our  antiquity  la 
much  greater,  aad  goes  back  at  least  two 
hundred  years.  If  any  other  town  or  city 
can  claim  precedence  of  us,  they  are  mvit 
ed  to  show  their  title.  In  1878,  a  commit 
tee,  consisting  of  ten  cilixena,  was  chosen 
to  give  instruction*  to  the  selectmen,  and 
of  the  seventeen  articles  which  they  pre 
pared  the  »blrd  read  as  lollowa  : 

"  That  care  be  taken  of  the  books  of 
marten,  and  other  booke  that  belong  to 
the  Towns,  that  they  l>*  kept  from  abusive 
usage,  sod  not  to  lie  lent  to  persons  more

than  one  mouth  at  one  time.'

It  only  remains  for  me,  in  the  oam«  and 
in  behalt  of  the  town  and  its  inhabittffcts, 
to  give  some  alight  expression  of  their  re¬ 
spect  and  gratitude  to  their  benefactor. 

We  thank  you.  sir,  not  only  for  tho  tnag 
aitude  of  the  gift  in  its  pecuniary  value, 
but  for  the  wise  and  thoughtful  spirit 
which  planned  the  benefaction  and  has 
watched  over  every  detail  of  its  euraple 
tion.  Yau  have  given  to  your  native 
town  something  which  shall  make  It 
henceforth  a  town  better  worth  living  In. 

We  are  glad  to  think  that  this  it  an  ex¬ 
pression  ol  kind  feeling  and  regard  to  na, 
the  present  Inhabitants  of  Concord,  and 
that  feel  the  interaat  of  personal  acquaint 
ance  In  our  welfare.  In  that  touching 
•lory  of  the  olden  lime,  when  the  elders 
of  the  people  went  to  invoke  the  Master’s 
aid  for  the  centurion,  The  affectionate 
phrase  ol  their  intercemion  was  that  ’’  he 
is  worthy,  for  ne  loveth  our  nation  and  lie 
hath  built  us  a  synagogue.”  But  we  rrc 
ognixein  your  bounty  not  merely  kindnrea 
to  your  friends  and  neighbors,  to  the  gen 
•ration  which  yon  know  and  by  which 
you  are  known,  but  something  fruitful 
and  perennial.  We  are  phasing  away  with 
you  ;  but  the  town,  this  Concord  that  we 
love,  is  to  last  and  for  an  indefinite  future 
to  bd  elevated  and  enriched  by  meant  of 
what  you  have  done.  It  is  enriched,  in 
deed,  by  yonr  example.  To  do  aomathing 
for  the  permanent  benefit  of  mankind  la 
the  purest,  as  It  is  the  highest,  object  of 
human  ambition. 

Ralph  Waldo  Emerson,  Esq  .,  followed 
with  characteristic  remarks,  lrorn  which 
extracts  are  here  given  ; 

fh  it  town  is  attractive  tn  (to  native  eftf 
sent  and  to  immigiente  which  list  a  heal¬ 
thy  efte,  good  land,  well  constructed  aide- 
walks,  and  good  hotels.  Mora  attractive 
is  it  it  it  has  a  fine  town  hall,  good  church 
ea,  good  preacher?,  good  schools ;  but  atill 
more  It  It  hns  availed  itself  of  the  act  of 
the  legislature  authorising  towns  to  tnx 
themselves  for  the  support  of  public  libra¬ 
ries;  happier  yet  if  it  have  citizens  who 
estnn  >t  wait  for  the  alow  growth  of  the 
town  to  mxke  this  adequate  to  the  desire 
ot  tho,  people,  but  lx -al  aw  at  unc*.  aa.  iu 
the  act  Wlj'Ch  we  have  met  to  witness  and 
acknowledge  to-day.  I  think  we  cannot 
easily  esteem  the  benefit  conferred  in  thin, 
aa  I  foresee,  greet  benefit  from  it  to  thla 
noble  town.  We  have  a  splendid  library, 
which  will  make  readers  of  those  who  are 
not  readers,  scholars  of  those  who  do  not 
study,  *  *  •  If  you  consider  what 

has'  befallen  you  when  reading  a  poem,  a 
history,  or  a  novel  even — how-gpu  forgot 
the  tiaan  af  day,  the  poreon  sitting  In  the 
room  with  you,  your  engagements  Ihr  tha 
evening— you  will  easily  admit  that  bdR|ts 
make  all  towns  equal.  With  O  incord 
library  makes  it  as  aa  good  aa  London 
Paris,  or  Roma.  Robinson  Crusoe,  if 
had  a  aheTf  of  book*,  could  easily  have  dis¬ 
pensed  with  even  his  man  Friday,  Every 
faculty  oasts  Itself  into  an  art,  and  memory 
into  writing— that  ia,  into  booka.  The 
plant  papyrus,  which  gave  the  name  to  pa 
per,  ia  ol  mere  importance  in  history  than 
silver  or  gold.  Its  first  wae  for  writing  Is 
between  three  and  four  thou  sand  years  old 
*  *  *  I  know  the  worn  •*  literature  " 

has  in  many  ears  •  hollow  sound.  It  is 
thought  to  be  the  entertainment  of  e  few 
fanciful  persons— not  to  be  of  and  fur  the 
multitudes.  But  tbia  comes  from  those 
who  think  everything!*  useless  that  cannot 
In  some  way  add  to  their  physical  com 
forts.  There  are  utilitarian*  who  prefer 
that  Jesus  should  have  wrought  as  a  car¬ 
penter  and  Paul  M  a  tent  maker. 

Books  srs  a  record  of  the  brat  thought 
The  river  of  thought  in  constantly  ton 
aing  from  the  invisible  world  into  the 
minds  of  men.  Such  was  the  symbolic 
custom  of  the  ancient  priests  of  Mexico  to 
obtain  fire  and  distribute  it  tn  every  hearth 
in  the  nation.  The  ivfluawee  of  n  book 
may  extend  to  thorn  who  have  never  even 
it.  Ahakeapeare  and  Milton  and  Pindar 
have,  through  others,  sffvnted 
of  men  who  never  heard  of  them.  What 
they  h  vs  in  them  cannot  be  contained  is 
a  cup  ;  it  runs  over  into  all  the  minds  that 
will  have  it.  Consider  that  it  la  our  owe 
•late  of  mind  in  lima  lliar  makes  our  owe 
estimate  of  life  and  the  world.  If  jon 
sprain  yonr  foot,  you  will  think  that  nature 
has  sprained  hers  ;  and  so  whan  you  sprain 
your  mind  yon  have  a  bed  eptblon  ol  life 
If  yoa  end  kindle  (magi nation,  yofe 
more,  baoaase  more  active.  Music  dose 
this  for  toms,  poetry  for  others,  and 
good  book  w>ll  do  it  lor  a  reader.

A 
lady  in  Pittsburg  receives  $130  per  nos  h 
for  designs  in  embroidery,  made  wholly  by 
herself.  Woman  can  excel  in  drafting,  ar 
chitectural  drawing,  photography,  eogra 
ring,  modeling,  designing  and  |kainting. — 
Education  in  the  art*.,  by  opening  to  her 
new  department*  of  labor,  will  enable  her 
better  to  compete  with  men,  secure  for  bei 
better  corapratsatlou  tor  her  services, 
will  increase  her  usefulness  and  influence.
